T. H. Barker Killed. | 

Below we give an account of the ! 
killing of Mr. T. H. Barker, as! 
clipped from the Sherman Weekly 
Democrat of December 25, 1902, 
who went to Texas from Lumpkin j 
county some four or live years 
a°o: 

T. II. Barker was shot and kill- 
ed shortly before noon Tuesday. 
The killing took place on the pubs 
lie road about one mile west of- 
Sherman, and just a little distance 
west of the residence of Buck 
Shrader. Mr. Barker was in a 
buggy with his wife and thny were 
on their way to Sherman. Two 
shots were fired, but only one 
took effect. The ball entered Mr. 
Barker's back just below the right 
shoulder blade and passed entirely 
through his body, coming out at 
the front of the right breast. He 
died instantly, in £act without 
speaking after the shot was fired. 

Sheriff Bill Russell with other 
officers 'went in pursuit of Everett 
Fairless, a 16-year-old lad, who is 
charged with the shooting. As 
soon as (he shootidg was done the 
sheriff and chief of police were 
notified and officers were soon ou 
the scene. The body of Mr. Bar- 
ker was placed on a load of seed 
cotton and brought to the under- 
taking establishment of R. R. Du - 
lun, where :t was viewed by the 
coroner and prepared for burial. 

Mrs. Barker, who wits in the 
buggy with her husband, when 
the shooting took place, was seen 
by a Democrat reporter. She 
said : 

"We were coming to Sherman. 
Ahead of us was a man on horse- 
back with a gun in his had. We 
overtook and passed him, and I 
noticed that it was Eyerett Fairs 
less. He rode along behind us 
and after we passed he caused his 
horse to go faster in order to keep 
upwith us. When wo reached the 
small bridge on the road in the 
little grove just west of Sherman 
a shot was fired and my husband 
fell over in my lap. I turned my 
head and Everett Fairless with his 
gun pointed at us. I tried to gel 
him not to shoot again but ho fired 
a second shot/' 

Chief Blain, who arrived on the 
scene in a short time after the kill- 
ing, made the following statement 
to a Democrat reporter: 

"When I reached the scene Bar- 
ker was dead. We made an ex-> 
animation of his wounds and 
found that but one bullet hit him. 
He had in his pocket two revol-

We suppose that four-fifths of this 
wagon-road to the foot of the 
mountain at Cooper's gap is of 
light enough grade for a trolley 
line without changing the grade. 

The next great resource of 
wealth of this county that we 
have, is the timber interest, which 
will be developed when the rail- 
road reaches here. The two great 
timbers are the oak and hickory,

En. Nugget: 

The public roads leading to 
Dahlonega are in such condition 
that citizens living near-by dread 
to travel them, and often will do 
without merchandise rather than 
risk stock and vehicles on them, 
thereby losing trade to the town 
and country both. 

Is there not a way to better 
this? 

In apportioning the hands to 
work the roads leading out of 
Dahlonega for this year the com- 
missioners find it hard to find 
enough hands to do the work even 
in the worst places and it is im- 
possible to got enough of them to 
do more than commonplace re- 
pairs. 

The citizens of Dahlonega are 
vitally interested in having good 
roads, the rural population think 
the burden too hard on them 
where the country citizens to the 
road' is sparely settled ; hence, 
they cannot in justice to their 
families, spare enough time to do 
more tlran hit the high places. 

Some of the hands in this dis- 
trict have to go as far as six miles 
to do road duty, this is positively 
burdensome. 

The different roads have been 
given their prorata of hands and 
below I give you the number for 
each road, which you can see at 
a glance is totally inadequate. 

Number of hands for each road : 

Cooper's gap 2 hands, Wimpy 
mill and Yahoola eight, Cleveland j 
seven, Bearden's bridge four, 
Crooked creek eight. 

It can be readly seen that none 
of the roads have enough hands. 

I would suggest that ten or 
fifteen public spirited citizen of 
Dahlonega employ one hand each 
and add them to the force already 
appointed to the road, let the 
combined force ridge it up in the 
center, widen it where needed and 
give it one good working on an 
intelligent plan. This, in my opin- 
ion, would insure fairly good 
roads for several years without 
being burdensome on those having 
to scuffle for their daily bread. 

Let some one start this plan or 
a better one and get ready to do 
the work when the weather breaks. 

It will be a boon to the com- 
munity and a pass port to a bet- 
ter world or a better conscience 
for those engaged in it.

Notwithstanding the visitation 
of freshets and blizzards sinew our 
last issue the Crown Mountain 
pump has been getting in pretty 
good time, throwing a stream 
up to the top of the mountain suf- 
ficient ror all purposes, and the 
plates at the mill are beginning to 
w up fine again. Mill frozen 
up as we go to press. 

By reference to our first page 
you will find an interesting ar- 
ticle copied from the Gainesville 
is concerning the organization 
of a new gold mining company 
with ex-Gov. A. D. Candler, of 
that city as its head, preparing to 
:n work on a large scale in 
Lumpkin county. 

Last week Rev. C. M. Ferguson 
brought in some nice samples of 
kaoliue which he found on big 
property a few miles above Dah- 
iga. This was taken outabout 
feet below the surface from a 
two foot vein. The samples were 
large and very pretty. Just think 
what valuable minerals Lumpkin 

mnty possesses. 

It is the intention of Mr. Rick- 
ets to commence the new dredge 
boat for Messrs. Ingersoll and 
Crisson next Monday. It would 
have been begun several weeka 
but a delay was caused 
by a disappointment in getting 
the lumber. Besides this, the 
weather has not been very favor- 
able for boat building. 

We would suggest to miners now 
expecting to erect mills to put in 
small stamps of about 500 pounds, 
they have given better satisfaction 
than the great heavy ones. When 
large ones drop over four or 
five inches they burst the dies. 
The small ones do not give this 
trouble and can be kept in repair 
much easier and at less expense.

One of the fine nuggets recent- 
ly taken from the Crown Moun- 
mine, has found its way to 
the state geologist. This is what 
the Atlanta News says about it: 
"State Geologist W. S. Yeates 
this morning received a very hand- 
some nugget of gold from the 
ivn Mountain mine, near Dah- 
lonega and pronounces it the 
finest specimen of free gold and 
quartz that has been received at 
the office this year.''
